And if the Collector of Customs shall see reason to doubt whetber the Goods liable to a different 
rate of Duty according to the place of their production come from the country from which they are 
declared to come by the Importer, it shall be lawful for the ‘Collector of Customs to call on the Importer 
to furnish evidence as to the place of manufacture or production, and if puch evidence shall Rot satisfy 
the said Collector of the truth of the declaration, the Guods shall be charged with the highest rate of 
Duty, subject always to an Appeal to the Governor in Council of Fort St. George. 

And upon-the re-export by Sea of Goods imported, e pting Opium and Salt, and all Goods of the 
growth, production, or manufacture of the Continent of In ia, provided the re-export be. made within two 
years of the date of Import as per Custom House Register, and the Goods be identified to the satisfuc- 
tion of the Collector of Customs there shall be retained ofie-eighth of the amount of Duty levied, and the 
Temainder shall be repaid as Drawback. 5 

But no Exporter of imported Goods shall be entitled to Drawback, unless the Drawback ‘be claimed 
at the time of re-export, nor shall any payment be made of Drawback unless the amount claimed be 
demanded within one year from the date of entry of the Goods for re-export in the Custom House 
Register.

And if the Collector of Customs shall see reason to doubt whether the Goods liable to a different 
rate of Duty according to the place of their production come from the country from which they are 
declared to come by the Importer, it sball be lawful for the Collector of Customs to call on the Importer 
to furnish evidence as to the place of manufacture or production, and if such evidence shall not satisfy 
the aaid Collector of the truth of the declaratioy the Goods shall be charged with the highest rate of 
Duty, subject always to an Appeal to the Governor in Council of Fort St. George. 

And upon the re-export by Sea of Gooda imported, excepting Opium and Salt, and all Goods of the 
growth, production, or manufacture of the Continent of India, provided the re-export be made within two 
years of the date of Import as per Custom House legis:er, and the Goods be identified to the satisfac- 
tion of the Collector of Customa there shall be retained oue-eighth uf the amount of Duty levied, and the 
remainder shall be repaid as Drawback.

No, 100 of 1844.—The Governor General hav- 
ing on the 16th of February, entrusted to His 
Grcellency the Commander in Chief all the autho- 
ity of the Government for the Suppression of 
Mutiny, even to the extent of disbanding a Regi- 
ment, His Excellency the Commander ia Chief 
has, in the just exercise of that authority, issued 
Orders for the disbandment of the 34th Regiment 
of Native Infantry, and of this necessary measure, 
the Governor General in Council entirely ap- 
proves. 

Tt is at the same time a subject of the deepest 
regret to the Governor General in Coyncil, that a 
Regiment heretofore distinguished by its uniform 
good conduct should now have been eso forgetful 
of its own Honor, and of its duty to the Govern- 
ment as toineur, by mutinous disobedierce of 
Orders, this just, but heavy punishment. affecting 
in its consequences not those alone who have 
proved themselves unworthy of the-name® of Sol- 
diers, but the innocent Families which depended 
upon them for Support. 

‘The Governor General in Council however 
knows that tho Superiority of the British Army 
depends upon its discipline, and whatever may he 
the measures necessary to vindicate that discipline, 
to those he will unhesitatingly resort, in the cone 
viction that a Regiment disobedient to its Officers 
is weak before the Enemy and brings into danger 
not only its own Honor, but that of the Ariny to 
which it belongs.

‘The following Act, passed by the Right Hon'ble 
the Governor General of India in Council on the 
6th April 1844, ia hereby promulgated for genpral 
snforpation. 

Act No. VII. or 1844. 
An Act for improving the Law of Evidence, 

Y. Whereas the enquiry after truth in Her Ma- 
jesty’s Courts of Justice is often obstructed by 
Incapacities created by the present Law, and it 
is desirable, that full information as to the facts 
in issue, both in Criminal and in Civil Cases, 
should be laid before the persona who are appoint- 
ed to decide upon them, and that such persons 
should exercise their judgment on the credit of 
the witnesses adduced, and on the truth of their 
testimony : 

It is hereby enacted, that within the local 
jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Courts, no person 
offered as a witneas shall hereafter be excluded 
by reason of incapacity from erime or interest 
from giving evidence, either in person or by depo- 
sition, according to the practice of the Court on 
the trial of any issue joined, or of any matter or 
question, or on any enquiry arising in any euit, 
action or proceeding, Civil or Criminal, in any of 
Her Majesty's Courts, or before any Judge, Jury, 
Sheriff, Coroner, Magistrate, Officer or person 
having by Law or by consent of parties, authority 
within the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Courts 
to hear, receive and examine evidence, but that 
every person s0 offered may and shall be admitted 
to give evidence on oath or solemn affirmation, in 
those cases wherein affirmation is by Law reccive- 
able, notwithstanding that such person may or 
shall have an interest in the matter in question, 
or in the event of the trial of any issue, matter, 
question or enquiry, or of the suit, action, or 
proceeding in which he is offered as a witness, 
and notwithstanding that auch person offered as a 
witnees may have been previously convicted of 
any crime or offence: ‘ovided, that this Act 
shall not render competent any party to any suit, 
action, or proceeding individually named in the 
record, or any lessor of the plaintiff or tenant 
of premises sought to be recovered in ejectment, 
or the Landlord or other person in whose right 
any defendant in replevin may make cognizance, 
or any person in whose immediate and individual 
behalf any action may be bronght or defended, 
either wholly or in part, or the husnand or wife 
of such persons respectively: Provided also, that 
this Act shall not repeal any provision in the 
Act of the Government of India XXV. of 1838, 
Provided, that in any of Her Majesty’s Courts 
sitting in Equity, any defendant to any cause

Officer or Soldier, or Follower, belonging to the 
Forces of the East India Company, shall be a 
prisoner in any public prison or other place within 
the Territories subject to the Government of the 
said Company under sentence of any Court Mar- 
tial, it shall be lawful fer the Governor or Gover= 
nor in Council (as the case may be) of the Presi- 
dency, in which such public prizon or other place 
may be situated to give an order in writing to the 
Gaoler thereof, or other person in charge thereof, 
commanding him to deliver up such prisoner to 
the person producing such order, and such Gaoler 
or other person shall deliver up such prisoner at 
any period of his imprisonment to the person pro- 
ducing such order. either for his discharge or in 
order that he may be removed in Military custody 
to undergo the remainder of his sentence, to such 
other public prison or such other place as such 
Governor or-Governor in Council (as the cate 
may be) may direct, provided that such other 
public prison or other place shall be within the 
Presidency subject to the Government of the 
Governor or Governor in Council (a8 the case 
may be) who shall have given such order, and 
provided that the time of imprisonment on removal 
from one prison to another, or while the prisoner 
is in custody for any intermediate period shall be 
reckoned as part of the original period of impri- 
sonment for which such prisoner shall have been

Ifl. And it is bereby enacted, that whenever 
there shall be more than one Principal Sudder 
Ameen, or more than one Sudder Ameen attached 
to the Court of any Zillah or City Judge, and not 
having any special local jurisdiction, it shall be the 
duty of such Judge to appoint from time to time 
the several Moonsiffs’ divisions which shall consti- 
tute the special local jurisdiction of earh of auch 
Principal Sudder Ameens and Sudder Amcens, 
and that each of such Principal Sudder Ameens 
aud Sudder Ameens shall be empowered to take 
cognizance of all such Suits as are mentioned in 
Section I. of this Act, provided the landed or other 
real property to which® the Snit may relate shall 
be situated, or in all other cases the eanse of action 
shall bave arisen, or the defendant at the time 
when the Suit may be commenced shall reside as 
a fixed inhabitant within the limits of such local 
juriedietion as aforesuid.

any Original Suit cognizable by him, and that all 
Rules applicable to Summary Appeals from orders 
dismissing Original Suits on the ground of any 
default shall be applicable to the Summary 
Appeals given by this Act. 
_ Vv. And it is hereby enacted, that in all Suits 
which in respect to value are cognizable 
Sudder Ameen, the same Stamps shall be suffici- 
ent in any other Court as would fave been suffici- 
ent in the Court of a Sudder Ameen.
